2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in reissue 
applications, matter to be omitted by reissue must be enclosed in brackets and matter to 
be added by reissue must be underlined. The amendment filed 5/21/01 (i.e. the last 
amendment to the specification was filed on 5/21/01 to substitute col 1 lines 9-15 and 
col 1 lines 16-20) is improper since the matter deleted/omitted by reissue must be 
enclosed in brackets and matter to be added must be underlined pursuant 37 CFR 
1.173(d). 

3. The current claims are objected to because of the following informalities: In 
reissue applications, all claims which are added or amended must be wholy underlined. 
This underlining must be maintained throughout prosecution. See 37 CFR 1.173(b)(2) 
and (d) . Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Further, each amendment must be accompanied by an explanation of the 
support in the disclosure of the patent for the amendment (i.e., support for all changes 
made in the claims.
